TORNADOES IN TEXAS. 


The State Swept by a Succession of Vio- 
lent Sterms—A "Negro Village Blown 
Quite Away—WHeavy Loss of Life and De- 
struction of Property—The Victims Suf- 
fering for Actual Neccessaries—The 
Heaviest Raintall Ever Witnessed. 
LuFrxin, Tez., March 19.—Yesterday 

about 9 o'clock a destructive tornado 

struck this section and laid bare every- 
thing in its path, and about adozen 
farmhouses within three miles of this 
place were completely demolished and 

a number of ~sople narrowly escaped 

with their lives. Every tree, fence 

and other obstacle in the path of the 
storm was torn up, and the roads in 
various directions are blocked, and it 
is almost impossible to travel on horse- 
back. 

The path of yesterday's storm at this 
place was nearly a mile wide. 

Again this morning about 8:30 o’clocl 
the tornado struck the edge of town 
and three houses were wrecked and 
their contents scattered over the coun- 
try a distance of a mile or two. Sev- 
eral persons were seriously injured, 
but none fatally. 

It is reported here that a house was 
blown down and a man killed at Em- 
poria, ten miles below here, but infor: 
mation is very meagre. 

The people in the storm's path are 
in a deplorable condition, and their 
household goods either scattered out 
of reach or entirely destroyed, and 
they have no shelter trom the down- 
pour of rain which has been falling all 
day. ‘To-day it is impossible to get 
anywhere near the wrecked houses 
with a team. Huge pines, some of 
them several feet in circumference, 
were broken and twisted as if they 
were straws. 

The actual -damage to property and 
stock in this immediate vicinity will 
reach several thousand dollars. No 
washouts are reported on the railroads, 
although the rainfall is the heaviest 
ever witnessed here. 








A Nexzro Colony Blown Away and Other 
Casualties. 

NacoepocueEs, Tex., March 19.---Yes- 
terday evening a_ cyclone passed 
through this county, and this morning 
a tornado traversed a wide scope of 
country. Rain has been falling in 
sheets, so that communication with 
the stricken Séttion has been suspend- 
ed, and only meagre details are ob: 
tainable. 4, 

Every house in the Whitaker negro 
colony was blown away and several 
occupants badly hurt. In the Grimes 
neighborhood, nine miles north of 
here, there is not a house or fence left 
intact. Dr. Grimes was killed, and his 
wife, who was confined to her bed, re- 
ceived fatal injuries. Her babe, a few 
days old, escaped injury. 

This morning a tornado began opera: 
tions two miles east of here, wrecking 
all the houses in the McGuiston mill 
settlement. The corpse of a young 
lady who died last night, was mangled 
beyond recognition. Several inmates 
of the house were fatally injured. 
Jake Ballinger, an old blind man, was 
killed by flying timbers. Relief com- 
mittees have been organized to go from 
here. 

It is reported that. Hilland, in Bell 
county, and LWartlett, in Williamson 
county, were wiped out, but no au- 
thentic news is yet obtainabie from 
these places, as the wires are down. 


Storms of Unparalleled Severity. 

DaLvaAs, Tex, March 19.—-The storms 
which swept over northern Texas to- 
night, yesterday and last night, and 
which are prevailing to-day are wun- 
paralleled in severity. The death-roll 
will reach twenty, and the list of in- 
jured over 100. At Emory, the county 
seat of Raines county, the tornado 
knocked the town nearly out of exist- 
ence. There were many other towns 
visited and badly damaged. 

Mayor Berry has called on Dallas’ 

citizens for contributions to relieve 
the sufferers, many of whom have been 
ruined and motrn the loss of members 
of their families. 
Last night anelectric storm followed 
by a miniature deluge of rain to-day, 
fell upon Dallas and all the counties 
around us. No breaks in any of the 
railroads have as yet been reported, 
but it is nearly certain many will oc- 
cur. The riverin front of the city is 
rapidly rising.

THE COLORADO MUDDLE. 


The Contest Over the Two Petty Offices 
Which Has Caused All the Row Subh- 
mitted to the Supreme Cvurt—A Tilt 
in Court Between Attorneys—Recall of 
the Troops Sent to Preserve Order at 
Cripple Creek. 


DENVER, Col., March 20.—The con- 
test over two petty offices that in- 
volves the duties and rights of Gov. 
Waite as he construes them, and that 
involves the question of succession to 
Hon. Edward ©. Wolcott, United 
States senator, came before the 
preme court yesterday afternoon. At- 
torney F. M. Taylor, representing 
Martin, filed a personal communica- 
tion, which explains the reason why 
an injunction was asked for in the dis- 
trict court to restrain the governor 


su- 


from using force to expel Martin 
and Orr from office. It renewed 
the request for an inquiry as to 


the rights of the governor to call 
out the militia, and concluded that 
should the court judicially determine 
the issue adversely to Martin and Orr, 
they would be advised to abide by the 
opinion of the court. 

The hearing, while a solemn ocea- 
sion, as the governor's plea recites, 
was interspersed by many informal 
queries propounded by each of the 
three justices and cross-interrogatories 
between counsel. Several times state- 
ments were made that provoked the 
mirth of the large audience beyond re- 
straint, and even the solemn judges re- 
laxed their judicial decorum for brief 
moments. 

It was admitted by inference that 
the chief executive of Colorado was er- 
ratic and peculiar and his vagaries 
were most uncertain at times, and the 
lawyers for Gov. Waite refused to dis- 
cuss his right to call out the militia. 
Mr. Taylor suggested that it is the first 
time in the history of the country that 
a contest over petty offices was digni- 
fied by reason of the fact that the chief 
executive had exercised a peculiar 
right and had brought it before the 
supreme court upon the plea of a 
solemn occasion. He asked the court 
not to answer the governor's question 
but permit it to go through the ac- 
customed channels of law. He con- 
tended that the function of the gov- 
ernor ended with the appointment of 
oRicials. 


Gov. Waite's attorneys disclaimed 
ever advising Gov. Waite upon the 


matter of calling out the troops, but 
argued that the present steps were the 
only means of averting disaster to pub- 
lic peace and good order. Under the 
ruling of the supreme court in a simi- 
lar case they argued that the governor 
had the right to removeand that there 
should not have been resistance of 
those rights when exercised within the 
scope of the authority vested in him. 
The court will require a number of 
days to prepare a decision as several 
very serious questions are involved be- 
sides that of the simple reply to the 
question whether Martin and Orr or 
Barnes and Mullins are entitled to cer- 
tain municipal offices in the city of 
Denver. 


An Exciting Tilt in the Criminal Conrt. 
DENVER, Col.. March 20.—A most ex 
citing tilt between attorneys occurred 
in the West Side criminal court yves- 
terday morning, when the application 
for arrest for contempt of court came 
up for hearing before Judge Glynn. 
Last week attorneys for Martin and 
Orr, the deposed members of the fire 
and police board, secured an injunction 
in the district court against Gov. 
Waite, Mayor Van Horne, and the new 
members, Barnes and Mullen, to pre- 
vent them from using force to take 
possession of their offices. 

The interrogatories propounded be- 
fore Judge Glynn omitted Gov. Waite, 
and Platte Rogers, attorney for the 
governor, demanded that the governor 
be cited to appear. He proposed to 
have the writ enforced as to the 
governor, and thus bring up the 
entire question whether Judge Graham 
had exceeded his authority in enjoin- 
ing the governor. His remarks in- 
censed both the court and the opposing 
counsel, and an exciting colloquy en- 
sued. Asin the supreme court hear- 
ing later in the day, so Mr. Rogers as- 
serted that overtures for peaceable so- 
lution had been refused on the excit- 
ing Thursday of last week, and this 
statement was flatly denied by the op- 
posing counsel. The court postponed 
the hearing until to-day. 


The Recall of the Militia from Cripple 
Creek. 

DENVER, Col., March 29.—-The deci- 
sion of Gov. Waite yesterday morning 
to recall the militia from Cripple 
Creek was received with general satis- 
faction there. It is believed that the 
sheriff will now be able to preserve or- 
der in the camp. Gen. Tarsney told 
the governor by telephone that there 
appeared to be no disorder in the 
camp, and that no one had resisted 
the sheriff's deputies when papers 
were properly ser ved. 

When the militia re turn the order to 
disband will not be given. A strong 
guard will be left on duty in case it is 
found necessary by the governor to 
storm the hill again. 

The withdrawal of the troops from 
Cripple Creek now leaves the situation 
justas it was, in the hands of the 
sheriff and his deputies. That he will 
proceed to arrest .the men against 
whom warrants have been issued is as- 
sured. The charges against these men 
gre violating the order of the courts, 
despoiling property and restraining

tion, whose membership is composed 
of our best and most representative 
white citizens, at their regular 
monthly social meeting held on last 
Tuesday evening in the Art Club 
rooms, on Broad above Locust street, 
at which between two and three 
hundred members and _ invited 
guests were present. The topic dis— 
cussed before them at this meeting, 
was ‘‘ What is the wisest way ot at- 
tempting to overcome the difficul- 
ties in the way of the advancement 
of the colored race.” 

Prof. Booker T. Washington, 
principal of the Tuskegee Normal 
and Industrial Institute, located at 
Tuskegee, Ala., an institution for 
the training of the colored youth, 
was invited to open the subject, and 
spoke most eloquently upon the top- 
ic from a personal practical stand- 
point and the result of twelve years 
labor and observation. 

After reviewing briefly his own 
experience as the head of an institus 
tion that was endeavoring to solve 
the much vexed question said: “Tus- 
kegee Institute is the outgrowth of 
the Hampton Institute, started in 
1869 by General Armstrong. It was 
organized in 1881, aud was started 
in a shanty and church, with one 
teacher and thirty students, and has 
now grown toa membership of 650 
students, representing all parts of 
the South, and forty officers and 
teachers, all celored. It is the larg- 
est institution in the country entire- 
ly controlled by the colored people 

_ themselves. 

We make a apecial effort to com- 
bine with the literary education ins 
dustrial training. As an example 
of the work, we have recently com 
pleted a threesstory brick building 
The masonry, plastering, tinsmith- 
ing, painting, etc., was all done by 
the students, and, while accomplish - 
ing this work, the students were 
taught the trades connected with the 
erection of such a building. 

In this way, during the twelve 
years of the existence of the school, 
we have put up thirty six buildi .gs 
large and smali. Not only this, but 
the industrial training emphasizes 
the value of the dignity of labor. 
The institute now owns property val 
ued at $200,000, largely created by 
the labor of the students themselves. 
In all the work done at this institu 
tion we aim to prepare a high’ class 
of leaders, who will go out and spend 
their lives in showing the masses 
how to lift themselves up. 

We have gotten to the point, in 
education in the South, where the 
Southern white people are begin- 


ning to help and take more interest | 


in the negro. It is surprising to find 
how much hard common sense many 
cf the black people on these plants 
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fense at my saying that I believe 
the average negro has more natural 


rant white man, since I belong half 
to your race and half to the other. 
If there has been any mistake 
made in the education of my people 
in the South thus far, itis that of 
trying to make good christians ofa 
hungry people. No matter how 
long any feople have belonged to 


as they do, if they go home hungry 
at night and do not find anything to 
eat, they are tempted to find some- 
thing before morning. 

I simply mean to say by this that 
we must give attention to the mate- 
rial as well as to the religious side of 
the question. 

The relations between the races in 
the South will be changed for the 
better, in proportion as the black 
people get hold of something that 
the white people want or respect. 
The Southern white people have 
not yet reached the point where 
they will invite colored people gen- 
erally to their prayer meetings; but 
they will invite them to their stock. 
holders’ meetings. Let there be ten 
colured men in any Southern town 
worth $50,000 each and there will be 
no race problem there. The most 
sensible colored people have eettled 
down tothe fact that it is best for 
them to give their strength to the 
acquiring property, education and 
morality, if these do not give them 
all the rights enjoyed by any other 
citizen, then everything in nature is 
false. 

Following Prof. 


li, L. Wayland, Dr. Brinton, Prof. 
Frisell, Mr. Robert C. Ogden and a 
number of others, made short ad- 
dresses. All of which, concluded 
but one exception felt that all the 
Negro wanted and should have was 
a fair and equal chance in the de- 
velopment of those qualities with 
which he was so richly endowed. 
The subject was enthusiastically diss 
cussed from beginning to end and 
the keenest interest was manifested. 
The spirit of those present was ex- 
cellent, an earnestness and determi. 
nation of purposes seemed to be the 
general feeling to do something in a 
more practical way for the Negro on 
the part of his friends in future,

AGAINST MAGEE. 


The Evidence Is Strong That He Killed 
Martha Fuller. 


New York, March 20.—Circumstan- 
tial evidence is arrayed strongly against 
the story told by Lawyer Joseph T. Ma- 
gee, in whose office Miss Martha J. 
Fuller, the pretty typewriter, was shot. 


Magee occupies a cell in the Tombs 
now, and the result of the autopsy held 
by Coroner’s Physician Conway tends to 
back up the charge of homicide against 
him by the police of the Oak street sta- 
tion. 

Miss Fuller was shot at 5:30 p. m. 
Saturday. A moment or two later, when 
some tenants of Nassau Chambers 
rushed in they saw her lying in the 
agony of death on the floor by & ty pe- 
writer desk. Magee, the lawyer with 
whom she had been in the office alone 
for over an hour, was pacing up and 
down the floor excitedly wringing his 
hands. He recovered his self-possession 
almost immediately, however, and when 
a boy from a neighboring office picked 
up the revolver which lay alongside the 
prostrate woman Magee sharply chided 
him, saying: 

‘You should have let that pistol stay 
where it was!” 

Magee’s account of the choting was 
that Miss Fuller had started to leave the 
office, and then asked him to excuse her 
a moment and returned to the room in 
which his and her desk were located. 
He heard the shot, and, rushing in, 
found her speechless and dying on the 
floor. The prisoner told this story to 
Coroner Fitzpatrick. Hehad nothing to 
add, nothing to retract. 

But Dr. Conway’s autopsy disclosed 
that Miss Fuller was shot in the left 
temple. The pistol was held close to 
her head. The development of her right 
arm and side shcwed that she was not 
left handed. Her left hand was partly 
gloved. The glove was drawn over four 
fingers, but not the thumb, and lay 
clinched in the p:im of her hand. The 
bullet went straight through her fore- 
head and came out of her right temple. 


SPRUNG A LEAK. 


The Missouri River Is Now Said to Be 

Dwincling Away. 
ATCHISON, Kan., March 20.—The gov- 
ernment engineers huve made a queer 
discovery. They have just completed a 
survey of the upper Missouri and as far 
down as this point, and in their opinion 
the river is rapidly dwindling and in 
time will become a small stream. As 
they figure it. the volume of water is 
fully 20 per cent less than it wasin 
1878, when similiar observations were 
taken. 

One singular circumstance is that 
there is more water in the upper reaches 
of the river than in some of the lower. 
Thus, at Great Falls, Montana, the vol- 
ume was found t0 be 4,796 cubic feet 
per second, while 25 miles further down 
at Fort Benton, it was but 4,331 cubic 
feet. The engineers say that eyeless 
fish have been caught along this stretch 
of 25 miles, and the theory is that there 
is an opening there into that great sub- 
terranean body cf water known as the 
South Dakota artesian basin, whose ex- 
istence has long been asserted,

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


Southern Cotton Mills. 

The St. Louis Republic of a recent 
date contained the following: 

Development of cotton manufacturing in the 
south last year was certainly remarkable, con- 
sidering the great business depression in some 
parts of the country. The mills increase¢ 
their capacity by over 200,000 spindles, as 
many as there were in all the southern states 
put together in 1860. The south has now 403 
mills, with 2,775,000 spindles and over 62,006 
looms. If the rate of increase last year is kept 
up ten years longer. the number of spindles 
will have reached 5,000,000, but the south will 
doeven better than that. These figures will 
probably be reached before the close of the 
present century. 

In its last number the Manufacturers’ Record 
contains a list of all the southern cotton mills 
now in operation and the new ones which soon 
willbe. North Carolina leads in the number 
of mills,as also in the number of spindles, 
while South Carolina ranks first in looms and 
second in spindles. Georgia is third in toth 
and Alabama fourth. Missouri's mills are not 
included in the list, nor are those of some of 
the other border states. 

Something like #100,000,009 is now invested in 
cotton milis in the south, as compared with 
#6) ,000,000 in 1890 and $22,000,000 in 1860. There 
has been an increase of about 450 ver cent. 
since 1880 in capital. spindles and looms. What 
other great industry can show a growth like 
that in any part of the country? 

That cotton manufacturing in the south has 
been profitable is shown by the erection of 
many new milis and the enlargement of a great 
numberof the old ones. It is shown, to», by 
the dividends paid by thosein operation last 
year. Ten per cent. dividends were common 
and some reached 20 per cent., while very few 
fell below & per cent. The larger mills gener: 
ally declare a regular annual dividend of & or 1¢ 
per cent. and lay the surplus aside for repairs 
and extensions. 








Death of a Chief Jusé#ice. 

Chief Justice Benjamin J. Lea, of 
the Tennessee supreme court, died st 
his home in Brownsviile after a linger- 
ing illness. 

Judge Lea was born in Caswell county, W. C., 
January 1, 1833. He was admitted tothe tar in 
1854. He married Miss Catherine Currie in 
1855. In 1858 he was elected to the state legis- 
lature, and in 1861 he entered the confaderatsa 
army. He was elected colonel of a Tennessee 
regiment and served with distinction until the 
close of the war. Returning to Brownsville, 
he resumed the practice of law. In 1878 Judge 
Lea was elected attorney general of the atate, 
and held the office eight years. He was elected 
state senator in 1888, and was elected speaker. 
In 1800 he was elected to the supreme court, 
and was afterward chosen chief justice. He 
leaves a widow and three children. 


A Counterfeiter Who Worked in Jall. 

The arrest, in the Atlanta (Ga. ) jail, 
of Charles Johnson discloses that in- 
side of that institution there was an or- 
ganized band of counterfeiters.
